Gentlemen:
The undersigned,your committeeappointed to look into the matter
of the claim of L Littman,500 Rio Grande street that his bduilding and

stock of tobacco,0igars and other articles of manufacture were danaged bty

watercoring in to his property from Rio Grande street during one of the
heavy storms this month ,beg leave to report that we visited the location y
yesterdsy ,heard what Mr IAttman bad to sayin Tegard to the matter,and exmk

=snined the premises and dazmsged stock.It was evident that the water had
come into Mr Littmans lot from the street and from the property adjoining

his on the north.His lot 1s lower than Rio .dXsnde street ,and the part of
the lot adjoining the drick building on the west end of his lot is lower
than any. other portion.This brick duilding has on its east aside,two small

windows,the sills of whioch are very close to the ground and a very small
e of water would flow into them.The lay of the land,bhowsver,,in Mr
Littmans lot is such that the water could not rise more than a few inches

without sumning off intl f£ifth street.Neither is the grade of the lot
towards the west such as to cause any grest forsce of water.The damege of
4he building was by the breaking of the wall on the east side between and
at the ﬂindowa roforred %o in abdove.This break,according to Mr Littmans
socount ,resched within about three feet of the floor of the basement of

the building.The wall was not undermined nor ths foundation dsmaged.

The approximate thickness of the brick wall is twelve inckes.If the wall
had been laid up with good mortar it does not seem likely with the lack

of force of thewater that any demage could have been done.The principal
deanage ,a8 ¢laimed Dy Mr Littman was to his stock which was stored on the

floor of the basement.He clams that the water rose to & heighth of nearly
thres feot and water socaked all of his stock whioh was not adove this

loevel.Yhis stook was when we examined it,stored in another location than
where it is clamed it was damaged.An examination showed however,that it
had been damaged by water.In View of the fact that Mr Littman's side-
~wWalk wap loweD than the centre of the street and his lot still lower than
tha pidewalk,it seems to us that hs could have prevented this damage by
the duilding of a proper curbing around his property and & filling of his

sidewalk to correspond with the grade of the pstreet While it is s fact
that at the time of the alleged damage the ditch on Rio Grande street was

filled even with ths sidewalk,it also a faol that the sidewalk was too low,
and had never been curbedand owing to the fact that the ground slopes
towards the wost and the grade of the ditch flatit wuld be very dirficult

to keep it open.
We submit the above facts in connection with the cease ,leaving other mat-
=ters with regard to consideration of the claim to be taken up by the
City Attorney .
